ROM Vienna to Budapest by fast 

express is but four and one-half 

hours. Ordinarily we learn lit- 

tle in such a limited period but 

that is not to say that much 
cannot be learned in less time. 

I was idly turning the pages of a 
prospectus for tourists, prepared by 
the Municipal Information Office in 
Budapest, when a reproduction of a 
painting caught my eye and I held the 
booklet out at arm’s length to study 
the picture. The traveler who sat 
beside me adjusted his pine nez and 
without ceremony said: 

“As fine a piece of work as Mun- 
kacsy ever did. That is my opinion.’ 

Now the name Munkacsy meant 
nothing to me. I had never heard of 
the man and whether he was the 
printer who produced the booklet or 
the man who wrote the prospectus or 
the brother-in-law of the Vienna chief 
of police was all one to me. 

“I beg pardon?” I began but was 
interrupted with 

“Not at all, sir. Not at all. My 
name is Sinkerson, Percival Sinkerson 
and I travel from January to Decem- 
ber. This is my twentieth trip to 
Budapest and if I can be of assistance 
I shall be delighted. Perhaps you are 
not familiar with the work of Mun- 
kacsy ?” 

It was necessary to plead ignorance. 
Mr. Percival Sinkerson of here and 
there extracted a letter from an in- 
ner pocket of his coat and placed it 
on my knee. 

“There,” he said pointing a long 
finger at the blue postage stamp,” is 
Munkacsy.” 

“The gentleman looks like George 
Bernard Shaw to me,’ I declared and 
then noting that the postage was 
Hungarian, hastened to speculate. Is 
that Mr. Shaw’s name in the Magyar 
tongue ?” 

Mr. Percival Sinkerson smiled 
kindly and proceeded with the task

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of familiarizing the amateur traveler 
with some of the high spots in Hun- 
garian art, literature, science and 
politics. 

“The picture you have just been 
studying,” he said, “is a reproduction 
of a famous painting by Michael Lieb 
who later became known as Michael 
Munkacsy. The critics will tell you 
that his religious subjects; his “Last 
Day of a Condemned Man”; his “Re- 
cruits of 1848”, are superior to this 











“His father was one of those pa- 
triots who made the supreme sacrifice 
in the revolution of 1848 against Aus- 
trian domination and his five mother- 
less children were left to face the 
world as best they might. The boy 
Michael was apprenticed to a cabinet 
maker whose work was largely the 
construction of the wooden chests that 
one always finds in the Hungarian 
home. The boy was assigned to the 
painting of the chests and in the work 
oe —_——- his aptitude with the 

rush. 


“Munkacsy broke away from the 
work and devoted himself to the paint- 
ing of native country scenes. Hun- 
gary would never have recognized him 
and he might have died in poverty 
had not an American tourist pur- 
chased and exhibited one of the paint- 
ings. Munkacsy’s fame came over 








study of the entry into Hungary of 
the Magyars under Arpad. I say that 
in none of his pictures has he run the 
gauntlet of facial repertory as in this 
one work. 

“What a man he must have been. 
Poverty, fame, wealth and then in- 
sanity. Not one man in ten thousand 
can grasp the significance of those 
words when they are descriptive of 
one life. All were known by Mun- 
kacsy. 





night and wherever he went he was 
received as the representative of Hun- 
garian art. I believe that he once 
visited New York but most of his 
years were spent in Paris and London. 
Madness developed in later life and he 
died in 1900. 

“In the Museum of Fine Arts in 
Budapest you should spend at least 
an hour in Room 17. There you will 
find the “Old Woman”, “Night Owls”, 
“Recruits of 1848”, “Twilight”, 
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“Fields of Maize”, 
Pilate” and other Munkacsy master- 
pieces. To the shame of all Hungar- 
ians they permitted many of the best 
Munkacsy works to slip away to 
America. I beg your pardon, sir, I 
mean no disrespect to the American 
people. It is their gain, to be sure, 
but it is also Hungary’s loss. 

“Munkacsy was_ essentially a 
draughtsman. His drawing is perfect 
and if his color had not been so som- 
bre he would have ranked with the 
best of the old masters.” 

Mr. Percival Sinkerson paused to 
catch his breath and before there was 
an opportunity to introduce myself 
properly he had launched into a de- 
scription of the great chain bridge 
across the Danube which, he assured 
me, I should not fail to see because 
it was the idea of another great Hun- 
garian whose picture has also just 
appeared on the postage stamps of 
that country. 

But that is another story.

Chicago Century of Progress Ex- 
position Commemoratives 





Third Assistant Postmaster General 
Washington, May 3, 1933. 


Postmasters and employees of the 
Postal Service are notified that the 
Department is preparing to issue two 
special postage stamps in the 1-cent 
and 3-cent denominations, to commem- 
orate the Century of Progress Inter- 
national Exposition to be held in Chi- 
cago, Ill., from June 1 to November 
1, 19383. 

The stamps are of the same size as 
the regular issue, 0.75 inch by 0.87 
inch in dimensions, arranged hori- 
zontally. Both stamps are inclosed in 
narrow double-line borders. The 1- 
cent stamp is printed in green and the 
3-cent stamp in purple. 

The central design of the 1-cent 
stamp depicts old Fort Dearborn, 
pioneer outpost at Chicago, as re- 
stored in 1816. A blockhouse of the 
old fort appears in the foreground, 
partly overshadowed below and with 
a stockade fence extending from 
either side to the edge of the stamp. 
In the background are trees and other 
buildings of the fort. In a short rib- 
bon panel at the top of the stamp are 
the words “U. S. Postage” in solid 
gothic. On either side opposite the 
lower edge of this panel are the dates 
“1833” at the left and “1933” at the 
right. Above the blockhouse in a 
curved line are the words “Chicago 
Century of Progress” in solid gothic. 
In each lower corner is a circular pan- 
el with light ground and double-line 
border enclosing the denomination nu- 
meral “I” in solid roman. In a narrow 
panel with curved ends and solid back- 
ground at the base of the stamp is 
the word “Cent” in white roman. 
Above the base panel in solid block 
lettering are the words “Fort Dear- 
born.” 

The 3-cent stamp has for a central 
design a reproduction of the Federal 
building, with its three massive tow- 
ers, on the exposition grounds. Ina 
short narrow panel with solid back- 
ground and white border at the top of 
the stamps are the words “U. S. Post- 
age” in white roman. Below this top 
panel and on either side of the upper 
part of the central tower are the in- 
scriptions “Century of Progress” at 
the left and “Chicago 1833-1933” at 
the right in solid gothic lettering ar- 
ranged in two lines. In a horizontal 
line at the base of the central design 
are the words “Federal Building” in 
small solid block letters and directly 
underneath is the word “Cents” in 
white roman. Within a circular panel 
with white border and solid back-|? 
ground in each lower corner is the 
white roman numeral “III.” 

The Century of Progress commemo- 
rative stamps will be first placed on 
sale May 25, 1933, at the main post 
office in Chicago, Ill., but the stamps 
will not be available for purchase at 
the branch post office in the exposi- 
tion grounds until June 1, the official

Necessity Money 





Incased United States postage 
stamps were used as a substitute for 
small currency during the Civil War. 
These were called “necessity money.” 
Metal cases with thin mica faces were 
the containers. The different stamps 
showing blue, black, red, brown, green, 
violet or orange through the mica 
made a colorful and varied currency. 
The denominations of the stamps used 
were one, two, three, five, ten, twelve, 
twenty-four, thirty and ninety cents, 
but the four highest values were 
rare. Nine-cent incased stamps were 
made by placing three three-cent 
stamps side by side in an oblong 
case. Other cases were round. 

The use of necessity money origi- 
nated in New York City. John 
Gault, who invented and patented this 
unusual medium of exchange, manu- 
factured many varieties. These quick- 
ly replaced the worn and mutilated 
postage stamps which, without pro- 
tection, had proved a flimsy and un- 
satisfactory substitute for small 
change in the first few months of the 
war. Necessity money also furnished 
inexpensive advertising, since many 
business concerns had their adver- 
tisements printed on the backs of the 
cases. The goods advertised ranged 
from Plantation bitters and Ayer’s 
pills to hats and diamonds. The law 
forbidding the use by private citizens 
of anything having the semblance of 
money stopped the circulation of the 
incased stamps.

Have you seen the white horse on 
the Newburgh Stamp? It is standing 
at the front corner of the porch. A 
glass will show it clearly, also the 
man who is probably holding its 
bridle. 

Mr. John C, Ptasznick, editor of the 
Aero World of Newark, N. J., sends 
clippings from the Newburgh News 
of April 19th with details of the ac- 
tivities of the day on which the stamp 
was issued. 

It is revealed that the first stamps 
were sold by Postmaster Arthur E. 
Brundage, a full sheet to Clinton B. 
Eilenberger, third assistant postmas- 
ter general. This sheet was promptly 
broken up and affixed to envelopes 
carrying letters addressed to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Gov. Herbert Lehman 
of New York, Congressman Hamilton 
Fish, and other prominent govern- 
ment officials, the letters were signed 
by Mr. Farley, Postmaster General. 

The retail sales window opened at 
the Newburgh Postoffice at 7 o’clock 
with 26 people in line. The first to 
arrive, at four o’clock in the morn- 
ing was Oscar Johnson of Newburgh 
to whom goes the honor of purchasing 
the first stamps sold in the regular 
sales at the postoffice. 

Estimates of Postoffice Officials at 
noon on April 19 placed the total of 
first day covers for the Newburgh 
Stamp at 350,000. Charles F. Ander- 
son, traveling mechanician for the 
postal department, said that his ma- 
chine had cancelled 290,000 by noon 
and that local clerks had been assist- 
ing with hand cancelling. 

Government officials state that the 
Newburgh stamp set a new record for 
first day sale and volume of covers. 

Mrs. Myrtle Shaughnessy, assistant 
to Mr. Eidsness helped in the sale of 
stamps at one of the Newburgh Post- 
office Windows, other windows were 
handled by local clerks. 

Other Newburgh Covers to reach 
our Editor include one from Lieuten- 
ant J. J. Johnson of Ft. Monroe, Va. 
Lieutenant Johnson encloses a letter 
which states that before sending the 
cover for cancellation he was going 
to try to get Rev. Richard Washing- 
ton, great grand nephew of George 
Washington to autograph the cover.

POSTAGE a small newspaper 

clipping dated April 
22 which reads as follows: 

“Six trunks and as many regulation 
mail pouches, containing personal ef- 
fects of ex-Representative Hawley, 
arrived on a Southern Pacific train 
here today from Washington, D. C. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hawley will arrive to- 
morrow. 

The shipment was sent via franked 
first-class mail which, at the rate of 
38 cents an ounce, would have cost 
$1440, postoffice employes here said, 
if Mr. Hawley had been forced to pay 
for it. 

There is little need to comment on 
such happenings. Doubtless all the 
Lame Ducks migrated from Wash- 
ington in the same manner. Post- 
master Farley can reduce the Deficit 
by revamping some of the moss cov- 
ered regulations of the Department 
which permit such happenings. Our 
Portland reader comments as regards 
the clipping, “We’ll try and keep this 
bird at home”.

As a matter of economy would it 
not have been cheaper to have kept 
him in Washington? 


One of our adver- 
tising patrons re- 
cently laid claim to 
exclusive right to 
Cacheting Century of Progress Cov- 
ers, claiming that his covers would be 
the only official cacheted covers ob- 
tainable. This claim has caused 
other interested parties to investigate 
the matter and as a result we are sup- 
plied with a Photostatic copy of a let- 
ter which reads as follows: 

“This is to advise you that your 
application for the privilege of desig- 
nating your cachet as the ‘Official 
Cachet of A Century of Progress,’ has 
been accepted. 

Under the terms of this agreement, 
A Century of Progress has stipulated 
that it will not issue a permit to any- 
one other than yourself to so desig- 
nate a cachet or to sell cacheted cov- 
ers within the Exposition premises.” 

The letter is signed by E. Ross 
Bartley, Director, Dept. of Promotion. 
All of which looks like another reg- 
ular “Racket”. To some, this may 
mean a lot, to others it means noth- 
ing. The Exposition people doubtless 
have the right to regulate the sale of 
goods within the Exposition Grounds, 
but they have no right or authority 
to prohibit anyone from mailing any 
mail that they care to mail at the 
Postoffice within the Exposition 
grounds. They have no right to stop 
anyone from cacheting covers in any 
manner they see fit and for any oc- 
casion which they may choose. 

This matter of Cachets is much con- 
fused by most collectors and the use 
of cachets has degenerated to such a 
point that they mean little or noth- 
ing. To the real stamp collector, the 
cachet is the Government cancellation 
stamp which certifies the date on 
which the letter was mailed, a hand- 
stamp or printed cachet only serves 
to mark the cover for more easy iden- 
tification. The promiscuous use of 
handstamps and pictures on envelopes 
has lifted them entirely out of the 
class of cacheted covers and made 
them merely pictorial covers and too 
many of these things of little conse- 
quence are being offered. 

The most that the Exposition Au- 
thorities have done is possibly scare 
off many who have produced and 
mailed covers, all of which would have 
advertised the Exposition. Their ac- 
tion is poor business for the Exposi- 
tion and doubtless will react against 
them. 

Our advice to everyone who have 
any wish to make and sell cacheted 
covers or pictorial covers for any 
event in connection with the Expo-]|5 
sition is to go ahead and carry out 
your plans. The only thing the Ex- 
position people can do is stop you 
from selling them within the grounds 
just as they can regulate the Hot 
Dog privilege and restrict the sale 
of Hot Dogs solely to the man to 
whom they sold the concession.
